When some one who had listened to him talking informally on the subject suggested 
that he write down his impressions in a book, Mr. Kreisler, agreeing, was influenced 
by two desires. He wished to express the feeling of the artist, to whom the nationality 
of a brother artist is a thing of little moment, and to show, especially to Americans, 
the true character of the Austrian people, his own countrymen. Mr. Kreisler is be- 
yond doubt the greatest artist who has been actively concerned in the war. Nothing 
else that has been or will be written on the subject can give quite the same point of 
view, while aside from its philosophical significance the book will stand also as one 
of the most dramatic accounts ever written of actual trench fighting. 


Lastly, there is Emile Verhaeren, the Belgian poet, whose book THE BELGIAN 
SPIRIT expresses, as its title implies, the spirit of his countrymen in the face of in- 
vasion. Too old for military service, M. Verhaeren is working, part of the time in 
Belgium and part in England, for his stricken countrymen; but perhaps no service, 
civil or military, which he could render them, will surpass this glowing, imperishable 
record of their courage and gallantry.

THE BEGINNING OF THE WAR 
By Ellery C. Stowell 


There have been many hasty studies of the diplomatic causes of the War of 1914, 
but this, the first of three books that will present the diplomacy of the war from its 
inception until the final settlement, when that shall be arrived at, should take its 
place as the most complete, authoritative, impartial study of the diplomatic negotia- 
tions preceding the outbreak of war. 

After tracing the events leading up to the formation of the Triple Alliance and the 
Triple Entente, the author bases the succeeding chapters upon a comparative analy- 
sis of selected portions of the official documents published by the respective govern- 
ments. The plan adopted has made it possible to arrange the events in their logical 
sequence and show the fundamental relations of the powers, and to preserve always 
the thread of exceedingly complicated negotiations. The examination of the negoti- 
ations culminates in a discussion of the violation of Belgian neutrality, which is 
studied in its legal as well as political and ethical aspects. The volume concludes 
with a searching analysis of Germany’s case and England’s case, and a study of 
the interest of the United States in the war, presenting some very important gen- 
eral considerations in regard to the future. 

The author, who is professor of International Law in Columbia University, is one of the 
best equipped of American specialists in this subject. After graduating from Harvard Uni- 
versity in 1898, he traveled in the Orient and in Europe, studied in the Universities of Berlin 
and Paris, graduated from the Diplomatic Section of the Ecole Libre des Sciences Politiques 
of Paris. He was a secretary of the Second Peace Conference at The Hague in 1907, as 
well as secretary of the delegation of Panama to the same conference, and was secretary 
of the American delegation at the Naval Conference in London in 1908. For his services 
in his chosen field, he has been decorated by the governments of both Holland and Russia.

Notwithstanding the fact that Sill is one of the most popular of American poets - 
and holds a secure place as one of the most distinguished and significant of them, this 
is the first biography of him to appear, and will be eagerly welcomed by his large 
circle of admirers, to whom his life and personality have been too little known.
